1. Prime* SiiMouk brought hosefroa his tour si bloc 
eouatrlM, which «a4s4 on 23 Sacwrimr, extensive coaaitsents 
ior ocononic mid and psychological iapresslocs which Canbodian 
officials I oar haws swung bin sharply toward the bloc in his 
later national outlooh. St was t r e nendou aly lap reseed with 
the rod carpet tmtaait accorded lain, which was ia narked 
contrast to the infernal and off-hand receptions he net in 
the lent. 

2. Peiping granted Canbodia new ecoaesic assistance 
totalling about $40,000,900 to be added to the $20,000,000 
already coaaitted. Of these funds $11,400,000 is to be 
used for the couplet ion and expansion of four factories 
(unseat, textile, plywood, aad papor) the Chinese already 
have under construction and $2$, 700,000 for several new 
factories iacluding a snail steel sill aad a saehine tool 
piaat, aad the reminder to provide technical assistance for 
Caabodia’s producer cooperatives, to isprove agricultural 
nethods aad introduce new crops, and to assist with the 
Phse* Fenh-Sihaaoukville railway. In addition, Consunist 
Chian aad Casbodia are plaaalag to establish a Joint shipping 
line. 
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3* Dm Soviet AOea, which had previously provided 
groats totalling $8,000,000 offered to build a techno logical 
institute in Cambodia, and to provide credits for the con- 
struction of too hydroelectric projects and for a survey of 
Casbodia * s Mineral resources. These offers have been ac- 
cepted in principle, but forsnl contracts have not been 
drawn mad the value of the cossitsests is net yot fined. 

4. Chechoslovakia agreed to provide long-team credits, 
repayable in Cambodian products , for the construction of a 
sugar refinery, n tire factory, and a tractor assembly plant. 
The Checks also agreed to establish a Joint Canbod lan-Caech 
shipping lino which, in cooperation with the Si no -Czech lino, 
will provide training facilities for the Cambodian merchant 
marine. 

$. Xt appears that Sihanouk* s tour was a considerable 
success for the bloc, however, Sihanouk does not appear to 
have last his porspsctivo yot. her does he appear to be 
contemplating any significant change in Cambodia’s neutral 
foreign policy. Although he signed a treaty of friendship 
nnd non-aggression with Communist China and obtained assurances 
from Chou Sn-lai and flue lbe-tung of Chinese support in case 
of foreign agg re ss ion , Sihanouk is reported not to have 
entered into a military alliance with any bloc country nor
